First,  I  am  glad  that  I  am  a  Bap¬ 
tist  berause  I  ran  take  my  Bible  as 
it  is  w  ilhoat  the  help  of  human  creeds 
or  explanations! 

All  other  denominations  must  go  to 

some  declaration  besides,  the  Bible _ 

official  creed,  prayer  book,  discipline, 
priest— for  an  explanation  of  at  least 
some  of  their  beliefs  and  practices.  It 
must  be  a  nerve  racking  thing  to  be 
forever  anxious  lest  somebody  find 
that  the  Bible  contradicts  some  cher¬ 
ished  view.  I  am  glad  that  I  belong  to 
a  group  of  Christians  who  are  willing 
to  trust  the  Holy  Spirit  to  tell  any¬ 
body  what  the  Book  means,  apart 
from  human  help.  Baptists  have  con¬ 
sistently  insisted  that  if  the  doctrine 
is  not  in  the  Bible,  it  Is  not  a  Baptist 
doctrine;  and  If  the  doctrine  Is  In 
the  Bible,  it  is  a  Baptist  doctrine. 

1  am  glad  I  am  a  Baptist  because 
I  can  depend  on  Jesus  Christ,  apart 
from  Charrh.  Sacrement.  Ceremony,  or 
works,  for  a  perfect  salvation. 

Can  t  members  of  other  denomina¬ 
tions  say  the  same  thing?  In  reply.  I 
say;  I  don't  know  of  any  other  deno¬ 
mination  of  Christians  which  has  a 
perfectly  clear  record  In  limiting  sal¬ 
vation  wholly  and  only  to  the  Lord 
Jesus  CTirist.  The  Romanists  compel 
Jesus  to  share  His  saviourhood  with 
the  church.  Mary,  the  sacrements  and 
purgatory.  Many  Protestants  Insist 
k  that  Jesus  is  a  competent  Saviour  hut 
■  that  He  must  have  the  aid  of  bap- 
v  tism  and  good  works. 

Certainly  Jesus  claimed  a  monopoly 
on  saviourhood;  “I  am  the  way,  the 
truth  and  the  life:  no  man  cometh 
unto  the  Father,  but  by  me™  (John 
14:8).  It  is  a  privilege  to  be  a  member 
of  a  denomination  that  doesn't  have 
any  other  little  saviours  competing 
with  Jesus,  the  only  Saviour  from 
Sin. 

I  am  glad  I  am  a  Baptist  because 
I  am  not  disturbed  as  to  the  accuracy 
of  baptism,  my  first  act  of  Christian 
obedience. 

One  attempt  offered  to  Justify 
sprinkling  is.  “there  Is  no  suggestion 
nor  indication  anywhere  in  the  Bible 
that  clothing  had  to  be  changed,  nor 
of  any  inconvenience  of  wet  gar¬ 
ments,”  —  therefore  sprinkling  is 
right! 

Strangely  enough,  while  some  are 
beating  around  the  bush  to  justify 
sprinkling.  Baptist  immersion  will  be 
accepted  by  any  denomination  as 
valid! 

I  am  Glad  I  am  a  Baptist  because 
I  am  honored  by  being  considered 
capable  of  attending  to  my  own 

spiritual  business. 

The  freedom  of  the  Individual  In 
his  responsibility  to  God  Is  the  real 
Baptist  distinctive.  This  freedom  In¬ 
clude*  freedom  of  choice,  freedom  to 
read  the  Bible,  freedom  to  Interpret 
the  Bible,  freedom  to  approach  God 
and  freedom  to  serve  God. 

John  Locke  said:  -The  Baptists  were 
the  first  propounders  of  an  absolute 
liberty  Just  and  true  liberty,  equal 
and  Impartial  liberty." 

CWef  Justice  Story  said:  “in  the 
«x*e  of  laws  established  In  Rhode  Is¬ 
land.  we  read  for  the  first  time  since 
Constantine  ascended  the  throne  of

movement  that  resulted  In  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  the  first  amendment  of  the 
American  Constitution  guaranteeing 
religious  liberty.  Baptists  have  shed 
their  own  blood  freely  In  standing  for 
this  great  truth. 

If  born-again  believers  are  left  to 

attend  to  their  own  spiritual  business, 

they  have  a  way  of  becoming  Baptists. 
The  Jaunary  Issue  of  THE  COMMIS¬ 
SION  tells  how  a  group  of  people  In 
Cartagena,  Colombia.  South  America, 
withdrew  from  the  denomination  of 
which  they  had  been  members  to 
establish  a  church  according  to  the 
New  Testament  pattern.  They  later 
discovered  that  they  were  a  Baptist 
church,  and  are  now  affiliated  with 
Southern  Baptist  foreign  missionary 
work  In  that  country. 

I  am  glad  I  am  a  Baptist  because  I 
am  part  of  *  Democratic  fellowship 
where  there  is  no  caste  system  and 
Christ  Alone  is  king. 

We  Baptists  believe  that  any  man 
In  whom  dwells  the  Holy  Spirit  Is  the 
spiritual  equal  of  any  other  person 
of  whom  the  same  is  true— and  has 
an  equal  voice  In  Christ’s  work. 

I  am  glad  I  am  a  Baptist  because  I 
am  permitted  to  help  demonstrate  to 
the  world  the  only  example  of  perfect 
chnreh  unity  with  absolute  indepen¬ 
dence. 

Our  independence  Is  dearly  evident 
when  churches  refuse  to  co-operate  In 
some  of  the  plans  of  associations,  or 
state  and  Southern  conventions.  Nor 
is  there  any  earthly  authority  that 
can  challenge  such  Independence. 
But  our  unity  appears  when  we  volun¬ 
tarily  choose  to  Jotn  with  other  Bap¬ 
tist  churches  in  the  many  plans  of 
association  or  convention  to  forward 
the  Kingdom  of  our  Saviour. 

This  same  plan  would  work  with  all 
the  denominations  If  one  condition 
were  met  If  every  Methodist  church 
and  every  Presbyterian  church  and 
PTtr7  other  church  of  any  denomina¬ 
tion  would  actually  make  the  New 
Testament  its  one  and  only  rule  of 
faith  and  practice,  we  would  have 
church  unity  with  absolute  Indepen¬ 
dence. 

And  finally.  I  am  glad  I  am  a  Bap¬ 
tist  because  I  have  a  simple  program 
—to  witness  for  Christ  while  keeping 
mvself  unspotted  from  the  world. 

It  Ls  the  program  set  forth  In  the 
New  Testament  for  every  believer. 
First  there  ls  the  Invitation.  “Come 
unto  Me.”  Then  there  Is  the  command 
—“Go  ye  Into  the  world  ”  “Ye  shall 
be  my  Witnesses.™ 

I  only  need  to  keep  In  touch  with 
Jesus  and  tell  everyone  else  with 
whom  I  come  Into  contact  what  I 
know  about  Him  by  experience  and 
through  the  Word.  That  ls  the  great¬ 
est  program  ever  revised.  I  rejoice  that 
I  am  on  a  program  like  that. 

What  a  fellowship  It  ls.  What  a  pri¬ 
vilege  It  is  to  carry  the  torch  lighted 
by  Christ.  —  The  Alaska  Baptist  Mes¬ 
senger.

How  to  Write  Church 
News  For  The  Record 

The  Baptist  Record  gladly  wel¬ 
comes  .any  news  that  is  sent  by 
anyone.  But  not  everyone  knows 
how  to  prepare  copy  for  a  news¬ 
paper.  And  first  and  foremost,  the 
Baptist  Record  is  a  newspaper.  We 
give  precedence  to  news  over  oth¬ 
er  kinds  of  articles.  But  whether 
an  essay  on  some  subject  or  a 
news  article  about  some  event, 
there  are  a  few  things  that  would 
help. 

Editor  L.  L  Carpenter  of  the 
Biblical  Recorder  (N.  C.)  recently 
had  a  timely  editorial  entitled 
HOW  TO  WRITE  CHURCH 
NEWS.  We  invite  our  readers  to 
read  I)r.  Carpenter’s  helpful  arti¬ 
cle  which  follows: 

We  appreciate  a  copy  of  a 
booklet  written  by  Mr.  Holt 
McPherson,  managing  editor 
of  the  Shelby  Daily  Star,  on 
tl»e  subject.  “Churchmen  — 
I-ct's  Go  To  Press.”  The  auth¬ 
or  saxw,  “This  booklet  is  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  hope  that 
churches,  their  ministers  and 
officials,  may  better  present 
religious  news  through  the 
press.  This  booklet1  will  un¬ 
doubtedly  be  helpful  toward 
this  end.  Mr.  McPherson 
writes  that  the  Star  Publish¬ 
ing  Company  has  additional 
copies  free  for  the  asking  for 
those  who  are  interested.  It 
would  be  well  for  at  least  one 
leader  in  each  local  church  to 
have  a  copy  of  this  pamphlet 
and  follow  its  instructions  in 
getting  more  and  better  pub¬ 
licity  for  the  church. 

The  five  W’s,  the  funda¬ 
mental  bases  of  any  story,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Mr.  McPherson, 
are:  Who,  What,  When, 
Where,  Why — and  sometimes 
how.  In  writing  stories  for  the 
paper,  he  says,  it  will  be  well 
to  keep  in  mind  these  rules: 

1.  State  facts  only,  not  per¬ 
sonal  opinion. 

2.  Tell  your  story  briefly,  in 
simple  language,  then  stop. 

3.  Make  the  story  accurate, 
coherent,  simple  in  construc¬ 
tion. 

4.  Paragraph  and  punctuate 
with  care. 

5.  Take  extreme  care  with 
names,  initials,  titles,  hours, 
subjects. 

6.  Avoid  slang,  wordiness, 
involved  sentences,  abbrevia¬ 
tions,  editorializing. 

7.  Be  prompt  with  your  re¬ 
port. 

8.  Omit  suggesting  head¬ 


lines  or  placement  of  your 
story, 

9.  Don’t  get  miffed  when 
vour  story  is  altered  to  con¬ 
form  to  newspaper  style. 

This  matter  of  more  und 
better  publicity  for  our 
churches  is  important.  We 
could  quote  other  practical 
suggestions  from  Mr.  Mc¬ 
Pherson.  but  get  the  booklet 
for  yourself  und  read  it. 

However,  we  do  want  to 
quote  one  other  short  |Mirn- 
gruph  which  makes  an  inter¬ 
esting  statement  in  regard  to 
the  great  amount  of  goodness 
in  tlie  world: 

“It’s  the  unusual  that  most 
readily  makes  the  grad*'  as 
news.  Goodness  still  is  the 
usual  thing  in  the  lives  of  most 
men  and  women,  which  means 
that  church  news  comfM'tes 
with  the  unusunl  for  the  s|>ace 
it  gels.  That,  however,  doesn’t 
mean  only  bad  news  gets  into 
the  |>aper,  as  you’ll  be  con¬ 
vinced  by  checking  any  good 
(taper.** 

We  would  also  add  a  few  extra 
wortls  of  advice. 

1.  If  a  typewriter  is  avuilable 
use  it.  If  written  in  longhand,  be 
certain  that  every  word  is  legible. 

2.  Never  write  on  both  sides  of 
the  |  >a  per. 

3.  Be  certain  to  leave  at  least 
one  and  one-half  incites  at  top  and 
bottom  of  page  and  the  same  at 
each  side. 

4.  Don’t  generalize  by  using  such 
terms  as  "Goodlv.”  ’’approximate¬ 
ly.’’  “about,”  “several” 

ami  “fine."

From  my  observations  after  resid¬ 
ing-  in  the  South  for  over  35  years,  I 
find  conditions  here  are  no  worse  than 
they  are  in  many  of  the  states  from 
which  we  hear  so  much  criticism  of 
our  treatment  of  the  colored  people.

BANNED  IN  ATHENS 

ATHENS — (RNS) — broad'* 
cast*  in  Greece  will,  ln  the  future,  be 
controlled  by  the  Holy  Synod  of  the 
Orthodox  Church  which  haa  appoint¬ 
ed  *  radio  committee  of  three  metro* 
poll  tans.  , 

Appointment  of  the  committee  fol¬ 
lowed  the  banning,  at  the  request  of 
the  Holy  Synod,  of  a  Sunday  broad¬ 
cast  over  the  Athens  radio  station 
sponsored  by  the  Oriental  Missionary 
Society.  The  broadcast  consisted  of 
Bible  readings,  a  sermon,  and  hymn* 
sung  by  a  young  people’s  choir  of  th* 
Greek  Evangelical  Church. 

Enoria,  religious  weekly  here,  com¬ 
menting  on  the  action  of  the  Holy 
Synod,  stressed  that  Sunday  broad¬ 
casts  were  assuming  “a  completely 
Protestant  color." 

“It  Is  the  duty  of  the  State  Church." 
It  said,  “to  teach  some  foreigners  a* 
well  as  some  Greek  Protestants,  who 
are  happily  only  few.  that  Oreek 
Orthodoxy  Is  not  a  vineyard  without 
a  fence  around  it."

Impressions.  While,  of  course,  he  found 
some  things  which  he  criticised,  yet 
note  the  following  paragraphs  from 
hi*  pen: 

. .  .  For  all  the  faults  of  the  South. 
It  must  be  admitted  that  colored  peo¬ 
ple  are  better  off  there  than  any  other 
minority  elsewhere  with  comparable 
background  —  and  I  believe  I  have 
more  information  about  the  position 
of  minorities  in  other  countries  than 
most  people. 

Right  now  the  South  Is  prosperous. 
Negroes  everywhere  can  purchase 
homes  and  farms,  and  they  are  doing 
so.  Nowhere  is  there  studied  Insult  or 
discourtesy  within  the  socTal  frame¬ 
work  of  the  section,  and  everywhere 
Negroes  tell  me  that  persecution  an^ 
police  bmtalltv  are  rarely  encountered 
— and  they  should  know. 

...  It  is  an  insult  to  these  (colored) 
people  to  say  that  they  are  terrorized 
and  persecuted,  and  nevertheless  re¬ 
main  (ln  the  South' ,  when  the  pric« 
of  bus  or  railroad  coach  fare  would 
place  them  above  the  Potomac  and 
Ohio  Rivers.  Since  they  elect  to  stay 
there,  they  must  try  to  better  their 
con  diions  there,  which  certainly  can¬ 
not  be  done  by  antagonising  the  peo¬ 
ple  amongst  whom  they  must  live. 

L*t  “the  Nawth”  please  take  notice  I 
Recently,  in  Alabama  an  all-white 
jury  found  a  white  man  guilty  of 
criminally  assaulting  a  young  Negro 
woman  and  fixed  hi*  punishment  at 
*5  years  in  prison.  Who  said  that  in 
the  South. “justice  Is  color  blind?”  Can 
“the  Nawth”  excel  this  case  of  Justice? 

Two  or  three  weeks  ago  in  Galla¬ 
tin.  Tenn.,  a  Negro  was  severely  burn¬ 
ed  by  a  sudden  fire  in  a  grease  pit.  He 
was  carried  to  the  hospital  and  blood 
transfusion  was  called  for.  and  eight 
white  men  volunteered  for  it.  More¬ 
over.  under  the  leadership  of  his  em- 
plojrer.  H.  W.  Fenker,  the  community 
is  caring  for  the  family,  the  wife  and 
eight  children.  Santa  Clause  visited 
the  home  with  presents  for  the  child¬ 
ren.  The  injured  Negro’s  pay  check  Is 
sent  his  wife  each  week,  and  he  will 
also  receive  full  compensation  to  off¬ 
set  his  medical  expenses. 

Can  the  North  beat  this?  Can  th* 
North  equal  It?  And  this  was  in  th* 
“backward,  wayward  South !”— Baptist 
and  Reflector.

That  is  the 
task  of  your  Home  Mission  Board,  and 
we  are  depending  on  the  Annie  Arm¬ 
strong  Offering  to  enable  us  to  send 
missionaries  to  these  lost  millions. 

Alaska  and  Costa  Rica  are  primitive 
mission  fields  for  the  gospel.  In  Alas¬ 
ka  there  are  40.000.  or  more,  natives _

where  no  mission  work  is  being  done. 

Oosta  Rica  and  Panama  are  also  wide 
open  mission  fields  where  there  are 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  immortal 
aouls  who  will  die  without  Christ  if 
missionaries  are  not  sent  to  them.

In  1949  Instead  of  getting  IS  per  cent  School  Builder, 
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from  the  soutwide  Co-operative  Pro¬ 
gram  receipts,  we  will  get  only  16  5  per 
cent  The  operating  budget  of  the 
Convention  has  been  pegged  at  $4,000.- 
000.  which  means  that  we  can  receive 
only  $640,000  from  the  Co-operative 
Program  in  1949  against  $730,000, 
which  we  received  in  1948.  If  we  con¬ 
tinue  our  present  mission  work  and 
do  anything  in  the  new  fields  that 
have  been  added,  the  $640,000  we  will 
receive  will  not  begin  to  meet  our 
need  We  are  depending  on  the  Annie 
Armstrong  Offering  for  the  rest  of 
the  money  we  must  have  to  maintain 
our  work. 

We  are  not  doing  all  that  ought  td 
be  done  In  the  fields  now  occupied  in 
the  homeland.  There  are  30.000.000 
people  in  the  territory  of  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Convention,  who  are  whol¬ 
ly  unchurched.  Our  36.000  churches, 
16.000  pastors,  and  18  state  mission 
boards  are  not  reaching  them  with 
their  present  programs.  They  are  peo¬ 
ple  without  a  chance.  Unless  some¬ 
one  sends  missionaries  to  them  they 
will  die  without  Christ.  We  need,  and 
must  have  m  budget  of  $3,000,000  to 
meet  our  obligations  to  the  lost— the 
hoplessly  lost — in  our  Home  Mission 
fields. 

Christ  came  to  seek  and  to  save  the 
lost.  He  has  called  us  into  this  service 
of  saving  the  lost.  If  you  want  your 
gifts  to  go  where  they  will  serve  Christ 
in  winning  the  lost,  then  you  cannot 
give  to  a  better  cause  than  Home  Mis¬ 
sions.

The  Actual  Work  Of 
A  County  Missionary

County  Association  a  I  Missionary 

A  past  Issue  of  the  Record  carried 
an  article  telling  what  the  Jobs  of  the 
aasociatlonal  missionary  were.  I 
should  like  to  state  here  the  things 
that  I  have  done  as  an  assoclatlonal 
missionary. 

For  the  last  year  I  hare  conducted 
M  prayer  meetings,  preached  98  times 
I  hare  taught  in  six  study  courses,  I 
hare  either  acted  as  principal  or  as¬ 
sisted  In  some  way  In  seven  Vacation 
Bible  Schools.  I  organized  one  church 
In  June,  and  have  been  their  pastor 
ever  since,  going  at  least  50  miles 
twice  a  week.  I  worked  with  Auber 
Wilds,  State  Training  Union  Secre¬ 
tary  a  week  In  11  of  the  churches. 

I  visited  In  493  homes  during  the 
years  In  the  Interest  of  the  work.  I 
assisted  In  the  ordination  of  nine 
preachers,  and  six  deacons.  Forty- five 
people  Joined  the  church  by  letter. 
25  made  a  profession  of  faith,  and  138 
rededicated  their  lives  to  Christ  dur¬ 
ing  t»4  year.  . 

I  have  driven  my  car  18.233  miles. 
I  taught  a  8unday  School  Class  almost 
every  Sunday.  I  have  been  the  Train¬ 
ing  Union  Director  for  the  Associa¬ 
tion.  an  officer  In  the  Assoctational 
8unday  School  I  am  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer  of  the  Oulf  Coast  Pastor's 
Conference,  and  the  Chairman  of  the 
World  Relief  Program.  I  have  con¬ 
ducted  a  few  funerals  and  performed 
a  few  weddings.  I  preached  In  two  re¬ 
vivals  In  our  Association. 

I  enjoy  the  work  very  much.

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Inadequate  Ministry  Blamed 
For  Rural  Church  Decline 

BUCK  HILL  FALLS.  Pa.  — <RNS' — 
Rural  churches  in  this  country  are 
suffering  a  steady  decline  because  of 
an  underpaid,  poorly  trained,  over¬ 
aged  and  absentee  ministry,  the  an¬ 
nual  meeting  of  the  Home  Missions 
Council  of  North  America  was  told 
here. 

The  Rev.  Ernest  T.  Dixon  Jr.  dir¬ 
ector  of  the  religious  extension  service 
of  Tusk  eg  ee  Institute.  Alabama,  warn¬ 
ed  that  rural  churches  must  do  more 
than  “hire  absentee  preachers  to  re¬ 
tail  sermons  and  conduct  revivals”  If 
they  desire  to  become  community 
forces. 

To  support  his  views,  Mr.  Dixon  re¬ 
ported  the  facts  compiled  In  a  per¬ 
sonally-conducted  survey  of  Southern 
Negro  rural  ministers. 

Of  20  ministers  who  attended  classes 
at  Tuskegee,  60  per  cent  failed  to  com¬ 
plete  high  school  and  30  per  cent 
never  finished  the  eighth  grade.  Over 
half  of  the  mlnitsers  earned  less  than 
$40  a  month.  The  highest  salary.  $175 
monthly,  was  made  by  a  25-year-old 
college  and  seminary  graduate. 

According  to  the  survey,  55  per  cent 
of  the  ministers  were  over  40  years 
of  age.  and  only  one  was  under  33. 
The  majority  had  entered  the  min¬ 
istry  after  reaching  the  age  of  30. 

The  survey  also  disclosed,  Mr.  Dixon 
said,  that  the  average  minister  lived 
more  than  19  miles  from  his  church. 
Only  20  per  cent  of  the  clergymen  oc¬ 
cupied  regular  parsonages.  He  said 
one  minister  served  two  churches, 
while  engaged  In  a  combination  gro¬ 
cery  store  and  gas  station. 

tyfr  Dixon  called  on  denomination¬ 
al  officials  and  church  officers  to  de¬ 
velop  a  genuine  Interest  In  the  rural 
church.  * 


Buy  Printing  Plant 

At  a  cost  of  $90,080  the  Tennessee 
Baptist  Convention  has  purchased  a 
printing  plant  which  will  be  used  for 
printing  the  Baptist  state  paper, 
pamphlets  and  other  needed  printing 
matter. 

Faced  with  a  20  per  cent  Increase 
In  the  cost  of  printing  the  Baptist  »nH 
Reflector,  which  would  have  caused 
a  lo&s  of  approximately  $80,000  over  a 
period  of  five  years,  the  Convention 
Board  felt  that  the  cost  of  a  printing 
plant  was  Justified. 

It  was  found  that  the  1948  cost 
per  subscription  was  $158  and  the 
EVERY  FAMILY  subscription  rate  was 
$1.20  (The  Baptist  Record  EVERY 
FAMILY  cost  was  slightly  less  than 
$1.00  per  subscription.) 

According  to  the  Committee: 

“It  was  either  buy  our  own  plant  or 
Increase  the  subscription  rates  and  to 
have  pursued  the  latter  course  would 
have  meant  that  we  would  have  lost 
many  of  our  larger  churches  from  the 
budget  plan." 

The  printing  plant  has  been  Incor¬ 
porated  under  the  name  of  the  Ten¬ 
nessee  Baptist  Press,  Inc.  Named  to 
the  Board  of  Directors  were:  Edwin 
E.  Densner,  president;  Richard  N. 
Owen,  Vice-  president:  J.  R.  Kyzar, 
Secretary,  E.  L.  Smother.  Clyde  C.

CONCERNING  SOME  BASIC

ment  of  beliefs,  at  the  close  of  his 
address.  I  requested  that  he  send  me 
a  copy. 

We  Believe 

As  never  before  Baptists  must  re¬ 
affirm  the  basic  beliefs  and  emphases 
which  have  been  the  glory  of  our 
faith.  These  affirmations  will  help 
to  explain  why  we  cannot  in  con¬ 
science  untie  ecclesiastically  with  oth¬ 
er  denominations,  for  we  believe  that 
the  scandal  of  Christianity  Is  not  Its 
disunity  but  rather  Its  disloyalty  to 
the  Word  of  God.  It  is  this  disloyalty 
which  has  produced  Its  disunity. 

What  are  some  of  these  tremendous 
convictions  which  our  fathers  often 
defended  and  declared  at  the  price 
•f  boycott,  persecution,  and  even 
death? 

We  believe  In  the  Inspired  and  auth¬ 
oritative  Word  of  God.  not  In  the 
human  creeds  of  ecumenical  councils. 

We  believe  In  the  competency  of  the 
Individual  soul  to  God,  not  In  the 
divine  authority  of  an  Institution. 

We  believe  that  spiritual  salvation 
Is  by  grace  through  a  personal  faith, 
not  through  sacramental  magic. 

We  believe  In  the  spiritual  demo¬ 
cracy  of  baptized  believers,  not  In  the 
ecclesiastical  distatorship  of  a  hier¬ 
archical  minority. 

We  believe  In  the  beautiful  simpli¬ 
city  of  heartfelt  worship,  not  In  the 
ostentatious  pomp  of  meaningless  ri¬ 
tual 

We  believe  In  the  complete  separa¬ 
tion  of  Church  and  8tate,  not  In  a 
State -supported  church,  or  a  church - 
supported  state. 

We  believe  in  full  religious  freedom 
for  all,  not  in  toleration  at  the  hinds 
•f  the  favored  few.— Alabama  Bap¬ 
tist

BUBBLE  GUM  AND  THE 
LIQUOR  STORE

In  the  community  center  where  I  & 
my  shopping  there  Is  a  package  liq! 
uor  store  with  a  sign  In  the  window - 
Rubble  Gum  for  Sale  Through  tin 
door  can  be  seen  an  Ice  box  from 
which  "soft  drinks"  are  sold. 


On  several  occasions  I  have  seen 
children  going  Into  this  liquor  store  to 
make  purchases— not  of  whiskey  to  br 
sure  because  that  would  be  illegal; 
rather  they  go  In  to  buy  their  favor¬ 
ite  soft  drink  or  the  bubble  gum  which 
is  such  a  fad  with  the  youngsters. 
But  wait,  children  in  a  liquor  store? 

What  la  the  law?  A  letter  from  the 
Department  of  Alcoholic  Beverage 
Control  In  Frankfort  Informed  me  that 
‘‘the  Ucenaes  Is  prohibited  by  Is* 
from  selling  any  alcoholic  beverages* 
to  a  person  under  21  years  of  age, 
however,  there  is  na  law  prohibiting 
minon  from  entering  the  premises  u> 
make  purchases  of  .*ther  commodi¬ 
ties  ” 


This  situation  calls  to  mind  the  in¬ 
genious  bartender  In  New  Jersey  who 
recently  Inaugurated  a  "Chlldrenl 
Hour"  In  his  saloon.  He  operates  pne 
of  the  modem  "Television  Bars  and 
when  It  Is  time  for  the  telecasts  which 
are  produced  especially  for  the  “kid¬ 
dles."  he  calls  them  In.  After  the 
program  he  turns  up  the  lights  and 
probably  says  “Now  go  home  Ukr  nice 
kids  and  come  back  tomorrow  for 

some  more  _ 

More  what?  Tomorrow  he  means 
more  television  programs  but  there 
are  other  tomorrows — kids  grow  up 
you  know  and  television  runs  on  into 
the  night.  Why  not  come  bark  for  the 
other  shows?  And  why  not  exprws 
your  appreciation  to  the  bartender 
for  his  generosity  by  buying  an  oc¬ 
casional  drink?  a 

But  back  to  the  "bubble  gum  and 

package  store” _  Are  we  to  look 

for  the  time  when  package  stores  wtU 
put  in  a  toy  department  or  even 
operate  a  nursery  on  the  side  while 
Mama  does  her  shopping?
